T'he buildings of the Loulsiana Pur-
chage Exposition will be a cream or
ivory white in theis exteriors and ol
lonudes. Color will be used in those
portions of the buildiogs thrown into
the shadow, such a8 the interior wulls
of loggias, for a considerable number ol
which the plans provide, On these in-
terior walls, along which the ceiling of
the collonades casts a shadow, there will
be mural paintings and other effects
There will be no general color scheme
in the St Louis World's Fair.
